will amount to $26,330 on a 
District-wide basis and com- 
pensate for approximately 
one-third of our loss. 

The Administration is in the 
process of reviewing each 
budget category in detail. A 
recent review of the District 
Maintenance budget came up 
with a recommended saving 
of $5,000. As the study is car- 
ried on during the next sever- 
al weeks, it is hoped that a 
large share of our $85,000 de- 
ficit can be compensated for 
by budget adjustments.”
